MANILA, March 33.—Interest in the 


capture and probable fate of Asninaldo 
is well nigh ovsrshadowedhere ia Manila 
by sensational developments, present

missary department. 
Capt. Fred J 


Barrows of the Thirtieth volunteer in- 
fantry, quartemaeter general of the 
department of southern Luzon, seven 
commissary sergeants, several civilian 
clerks, a prominent government con- 
tractor, the assistant manager of the 
Hotel Oriente, the proprietors of three 
of the largest bakeries in the city and a 
number of other persons, have been 
arrested. The investigation that has been 
begun shows that thousands of sacks of 
flour and wagon loads of other commis- 
sary snpplies, all marked, have figured 
in illegal transactions The goods ap orox- 
imate §100,000. A prominent commis 
cary official is accused of a scandalously 
immoral life. It is believed that large 
quantities of stores have been stolen 
or disappeared in transit, and an alarm 
ing shortage in the commissary depot 
is suspected. New scandals are devel- 
oping daily. They date back to June, 
1900, some of them possibly earlier. 
It is nnderstoud that other officers may 
be arrested. Lieut. Piiilip K. Sweet of 
the Forty-sixth infantry is prosecuting 
the investigation, under the direction of 
Col. Wilder, chief of police.

tOCOSIXG WORLD'S L4RGEST CAMERA. 


especially to photograph the Alton lim- 
ited. Mr. Lawrence was given carte 
blanche, and in 2V> months the great 
camera was completed. 
It was de- 


signed and built in Chicago, and it is 
finished throughout in natural cherry. 
The bed is composed of four 2 by 6 
inch cherry beams and is about 20 feet 
long when fully extended. The bellows 
is made with an outside covering of 
heavy rubber, each fold being stiffened 
by a piece of whitewood a quarter of 
an inch thick. It was then lined in- 
side with heavy black canvas and an 
additional lining of thick black opaque 
material. In the construction of this 
bellows over 40 gallons of cement, two 
bolts of wide rubber cloth and 500 feet 
of quarter inch whitewood were used. 


The weight of the camera is 900 


pounds, and the plate holder when 
loaded weighs 500 pounds, making the 
total weight 1,400 pounds. 


The Zeiss lenses for this camera are 


the largest photographic lenses ever 
made, cue being a wide angle lens with 
an equivalent focus of 5V. feet and the 
other being a telescopic rectilinear lens 
of 10 feet equivalent focus, the latter 
being the one used in taking the photo- 
graph of the Alton limited.

New Invention That Does Away 'With 


the Telephone Central Station. 


.A new invention threatens to do 
avray almost entirely \vith the tele- 
phone ?irl and to make every subscrib- 
er his own ''central," according to the 
Xew York Journal. 


Under the new system there will be 


no more "hellos" with central office op- 
erators, but subscribers will be equip- 
ped with miniature s'witchboarcls anc 
plugs. The lines will be numbered, aud 
each subscriber may call any one he 
pleases -without connection with "cen 
tral." 
"When, however, long distance 


connection is desired, it will still be 
necessary to call a central office as a 
present. 


Every subscriber is supplied -with an 


Instrument consisting of a battery 
transmitter, receiver, call bell and a 
movable dial -with 'decimal figures 
This dial revolves around a centra 
pivot and may be brought opposite anj 
figure desired. 
A toothed wheel is 


worked by this dial and connects with 
the battery, breaking the circuit of a 
number equal to the figure indicated bj 
wich movement. 


The central office commutator Is actn 


ated by each emission of current thu 
produced in the line. An electro mag 
net at each ernissioal causes a vertica. 
rod to ascend one notich. 


This rod has three horizontal pins 


which can.'he brougbtlin contact with 
the extremities of ail the wires, which 
are arranged circularly, one alongsitl 
the other in superposed rows at th 
bottom oC the apparatus.

Rev. .Tesse Glover, through 
whose exertions the press had been se 
curod an3 who contributed largely to the 
puicluifce, died upon his voyage to the 
new wot Id, and his sons had afterward 
to fciie their stepfather for the possession 
of the press.

wiite English was apprenticed to Samuel 
Green and took upon himself subsequent- 
ly the name of James the Printer, or 
James PiinUr. He punted Eliot's In- 
dian Bible, the fiist copy o£ the sacred 
Tcstiment made in this countiy. 
He 


rendered such efficient sei^ico ou this 
work that Eliot said he "had but one 
man, 
namely, the Indian printer, that 


was able to compose the sheets and cor- 
rect the press with understanding." A 
copy of thelndian Bible is to be seen in 
the National museum. 


The negro appears first in an American 


printing office under the direction of one 
Thomas Fleet, who fled to this country 
for refuge from the rage of an insensate 
London mob. In Boston he established 
a printing house with the sign of the 
Heart and Crown, and here his sons suc- 
ceeded him in the business, although with 
tho advent of autiroyal feeling the sign 
was changed to the Ileait and Bible. 
Fleet owned seveial negiocs, one of 
whom he taught not only to work the 
press, but to set typo as well. He found 
special profit in printing small books for 
cbildren and popular ballads, n-nd such 
publications weie 
rendered 
more at- 


tractive by the wood engravings cut for 
them by the negro artist. 
CiBsar and 


I'ompey, sons of this negro, also became 
printers and rern-ined 1n the office of 
thi-ir mn«tPr's sons. 


The first firmly established newspaper 


in North America appeared in 1704, but 
full 1J years previous to this date one 
number of a newspaper had been pub- 
lished in Boston, which was iubtantly 
suppiessed by the authorities. 
To the 


publisher, Richaid Hams, this appears 
to have been no novel experience, for he 
bad in bis native land been fined for sell- 
ing a Protestant petition during Kiug 
Charles' reign and had also come to grief 
through printing a book with the revolu- 
tionary title of "English Liberties." Be- 
sides, he was once set in the pillory, on 
which occasion his wife is recorded to 
have stood by him to defend him against 
the attentions of the mob. 


Boston was early distinguished as the 


home of letters. 
Jnmes Franklin, an 


older brothtrof Benjamin, established in 
17^1 a pi»iodical which he made the 
organ of n company of literary gentle- 
men wh«»e common characteristic seems 
to have* been total disagreement with 
each other.

Eugene McCarthy, a tall, sle&der Irish 


Yankee who lived at Waitefield, Vi., 
made a sensational voyage at the Mad 
Ki\«r Valley fair on Sept. 1, 3cfc>7, in a 
tot air balloon. Tangled in tbe^ar rope*, 
a prisoner >y accident, he shot into ihe air 
to a height of 3,00u feat, and after strug- 
gling and dangling in midair helpless be- 
low the car he returned to earth, sot a 
corpse, but the same rugged Green moun- 
tain farmer. 


M«re than 2.000 spectators had assem- 


bled at the fair grounds in order to wit- 
ness the balloon ascension. To make the 
ascension as advertised the professor called 
to the crowd for volunteer workmen. 
Eugene McCarthy responded and took his 
assigned station inside the canvas balloon 
car. On the outside, by this time, the 
huge bag had been raised and supported 
securely by guy ropes on all sides. A flr» 
had been started in a tunnel in order t» 
furnish the necessary hot air. Fed by 
kerosene, the flame ran through the tun- 
nel and c&uie up inside the uplifted bag 
with a stream of sparks. McCarthy and 
the professor were there to prevent thes* 
sparks from firing the cloth. 
Gradually, 


as the current of hot air swept into the 
car, the top part swelled forth until the 
airship became restless in its attempts to 
leap heavenward. By the faint appla«M 
outside McCarthy knew that the youaf 
woman performer, who was to make tk» 
descent in a parachute, was ready to start 


At a given signal, in order to escape en 


tanglement in the ropes fastened from the 
balloon car to the parachute, McCarthy 
jumped to the center of his email circlt 
space. But he caught the hot air from 
the tunnel full in his face. Half blinded 
by smoke and Same, he naturally stepped 
back and unintentionally placed a foot 
across a raised parachute rope. So when 
the balloon car, freed from gny ropea, 
jumped upward, the volunteer workmaq 
felt the rope tighten under his leg. By 
natural impulse he grabbed the rope over- 
head in order to keep himself from falling 
head downward. 
He accordingly soon 


found himself, not on the ground where 
he belonged, but in midair, swinging 20 
feet above the parachute performer and 
rushing skyward at express train speed. 


In the first confusion of the start up- 


ward the spectators did not recognize Mc- 
Carthy in the balloon. They saw a stranger 
in the rigging dangling below the big 
canvas bag and naturally thought, as 
everything went up noiselessly, his pres- 
ence there an Tinadvertised part of the 
programme. 'What made the double as- 
cension still more interesting to them was 
the everyday appearance of the man. He 
was dressed, not in stage ballet costume 
like the woman, but in modest farm 
clothes. Therefore, when a short, thick- 
set man suggested a yell of approval, the 
2,000 men, women and children sent up a 
mixed cheer to" the balloon. In answer 
the youngwoman, who rested comfortably 
on a trapeze bar, bowed and threw a kiss 
to her admirers. As for the other perform- 
er, the man in shirt sleeves, he seemed 
frightened. He neither bowed nor waved 
his hand, but held on tight and took no 
notice of the spectators. They watched 
lira rise to a height of 2,500 feet, where, 
ike his companion, he was merely a dot 
,t the end of a thread, 
McCarthy, at the start, heard and obey- 
d the sound advice of the professor to 
lold on tight. He felt the earth sink rap- 
dly as in an express elevator in a tall_ 
iffice building, and at 1,000 feet began to" 
eel himself more at home. His car then 
began to go slower and steadier. So he 
examined his position in the balloon. For 


i seat, half way between the hot air bag 
md parachute top, he had a small iron 
ring, to which were fastened the ropes of 
he hot air car and parachute. He at- 
;empted to look downward, but as the 
bought of falling unnerved him he grew 
dizzy. Then he remembered a faint cheer 
ind wondered why his friends seemed so 
much pleased at his dangerous position. 
His musings in midair continued until he 
card the voice of his companion per- 


former. 


"Hello!" said she 
"Hellol" said McCarthy.

Although at a height of 3,500 feet, Mc- 


Carthy by this time had begun to*be en- 
couraged by the presence of bis airship 
companion. He further had hoped that 
Because of his accidental trip she might 
not make her drop in the parachute. Her 
announced start homeward therefore gav$ 
iim some uneasiness. He naturally pre- 
ferred her company. But with true Green 
mountain grit he held on to the ropes and 
patiently waited for her departure. 


From his boyhood McCarthy had lived 


on a farm and had never studied at the 
ittle white schoolhouse on Waitsfleld com- 
mon such questions as the behavior of 
not air balloons in the sky. Therefore he 
never expected when his friend left him to 
shoot higher in the air. Personally he 
was satisfied with 2,500 feet, but he was 
forced to obey the law of nature. • Freed 
of the weight of the girl and parachute, 
which dropped toward tho fair grounds, 
McCarthy and his airship leaped skyward 
again. For the next few seconds the soli- 
tary prisoner closed hia eyelids, held his 
breath and grasped the ropes tighter. Ho 
quickly rose 600 feet, and there, at an alti- 
tude of 3,000 feet, floated lazily in the still 
mountain air. Far above Bald mountain 
ho took a panoramic view of the scenery, 
which showed the Montreal mountain in 
Canada, the white peaks in New Hamp- 
shire, tho whole swoop of Vermont to the 
south and Lako Champlain and the Adi- 
rondacks in Now York Btato. But the man 
in the balloon soon tired of his view. Ho 
then waited for the hot, smoky air in the 
oar to cool and take him home. 


On tho trip homeward McCarthy equal- 


led in grace tho parachute drop of the 
young woman. As tho hot air cooled ho 
slowly descended and finally disappeared 
not half a milo from tho park behind a 
clump of trees in Fayston valley. On the 
ground again, ho dodged the falling can- 
vas and Immediately started for the fair 
grounds. There McCarthy found himself 
* hero. In a fow words ho told tho .story 
kit hi* wonderful oStporlonco in midair, 
then hitched up hl« howw, Jumped into tho 
wagon and •tartod for home, — Ntw York 
Sun.
